Motorists on Alaska’s highways can help assure a 
safe trip by observing the speed limit (55 mph 
maximum) and other safe driving practices such 
as wearing their seat belts. However, accidents and 
medical emergencies don’t take holidays, so it pays 
to be prepared. 


This pamphlet was designed to aid motorists 
traveling on Alaska’s highways. It tells you what 
to do in case of an accident or medical emergency. 


The map and list of phone numbers found in this 
pamphlet show you how to call an ambulance 
from wherever you are on Alaska’s highway 
system. Please keep this pamphlet in your glove 
compartment so you will be able to respond 
quickly in an emergency situation. 


IF YOU ARRIVE FIRST AT AN ACCIDENT 


*- Prevent a second accident; pull off the road and 
turn on your flashers. 


* Keep calm. You should remain at the scene, 
except as necessary to get help. 


* Attend first to anyone who is not breathing or 
has severe bleeding. 


* Immediately notify the police. If someone is 
injured, immediately call an ambulance. (SEE 
MAP AND AMBULANCE DIRECTORY IN THIS 
PAMPHLET.) 


* Reduce fire hazards; turn off ignition of wrecked 
cars. DO NOT SMOKE. 


* Do not move the injured unless in burning car 
or other immediate danger. Unnecessary 
moving often complicates injuries. 


* Search the area for victims thrown from vehicles 
and hidden in the underbrush. 


* Ask one or more bystanders to go back down 
the road a few hundred feet and slow 
approaching traffic.

TRAFFIC SAFETY EMERGENCY LAWS 


Under Alaska law, any operator of a motor vehicle 
involved in an accident must remain at the scene 
(except as necessary to get help) and must render 
assistance. Failure to do either may result in fines 
and/or imprisonment. Rendering assistance does 
not imply liability for the accident. 


“GOOD SAMARITAN”’ LAW 


Under Alaska law, if you render emergency aid to 
a person who reasonably appears to you to be in 
immediate need of such aid to avoid serious harm 
or death due to injury, illness, or emotional 
distress, you are not liable for civil damages as a 
result of an act or omission in rendering emergency 
aid. (You can be found liable, however, as a result 
of gross negligence or reckless or intentional 
misconduct.)
